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In the extensive development of modern organ literature, the pro- 
portion of compositions written for use as postludes in the church service 
is surprisingly small There is abundant material for all other needs 
of the organ profession, but a scarcity of this important particular. 

The need of filling this want has prompted the issue of this 
volume, and in his search for the very best material, the compiler has 
carefully examined the available organ literature of recent years to 
be found in London, Paris, Antwerp, Brussels and Copenhagen, as 
well as New York and Boston. 

The pedaling is marked with the signs A (toe) and wu (heel), 
placed above the note for the right foot and below for the left.
